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Senator Says His Mission Is 


To Keep Peace Betwzen Labor 
and Capital 


WILL LEAVE SENATE 
TD PROMOTE MISSION 


die Discusses the Great Coal Strike 
snd Praises the Miners for Keep- 
ing Their Contract—Work 
of the Civic Feder- 
ation. 


Urbana, Ohio, August 6.—Senator Hanna 
dn his address here this afternoon declared 
that his mission in life is to promote 
peace between labor and capital, and that 
he would retire from the senate at the 
close of his term to promote that mis- 
sion. Senator Hanna made the state- 
ment in these words: ' 

“I feel encouraged, that if my mission 
in life is to do good in this direction in 
which I have enlisted, it gives me more 
hope and more courage to go on. The 
onfy difficulty is that I am afraid the 
republicans of Ohio will have to find 


‘some other fellow for the senate, because 


I don’t want to go back there. I think 
ZI would rather do this kind of work.” 

Senator Hanna addressed the Urbana 
chautauqua on the topic, ‘‘Labor and Its 
Relations to Capital.’ 

The audience numbered three thousand. 

“We are now witnessing an object les- 
on which tells us that something must 
be done,” said Mr. Hanna. 


industries employing a large number of 
men. That is true, from the miner under 
the ground to the men that work in near- 
ly eyery vocation in life in our tndus- 
tries, I haye had to do. Thirty years 
ago I was a witness and participated in 
one of the most serious strikes that ever 
Occurred in Ohio. It was the miners’ 
strike of the Tuscarawas valley. After 
it had been settled, afier property had 
been destroyed and blood shed, there 
came a time to think it over, and I made 
up my mind that there was a better way 
to settle such disputes than that. And 
from that hour until this it has beén the 
thought and theme uppermost in my 
mind. 
Strike a Moral Question. 

‘It is not a political question, but an 
economic one. It is that and more. It 
ils a moral one. The best way to reach 
men’s minds and men’s hearts is to 
appeal first to the heart and then reason 
with the mind, Who knows better the 
great good that can be accomplished 
through education? And it is that work 
that ] am devoted to personally. 
to that work that I want to enlist the 
Sympathies of all such people as sit be- 
fore me, and with God's blessing may 
it spread through every circle in the land. 
If 1 can enlist sympathy and cooperation 
of the good women and men who unite 
for weeks in every year in a combined 
effort, first to learn how to do it and then 
to do it, every day and in every action 
of your lives, then I will feel that the 
work so begun will never be abandoned 
until the millenium comes.”’ 

The senator then spoke of the National 
Civic Federation, of its origin and its 
work. He said the object of the organ- 
ization is to better the conditions of la- 
bor, to bring them in closer contact with 
capital, and if possible, by « ffort and edu- 
cation to make it impossible to have 
strikes. 

Continuing, he said in every instance 
but one in a ten-months’ life, we had s¢t- 
tled every labor difficulty that has come 
up. This one.instance where the organ- 
ization failed was the anthracite coal 
strike. 

“yt admit that the Civic Federation has 
failed in its efforts there. It is hard to 
conciliate, it is hard to arbitrate a ques- 
tion whengonly one side will consider it. 
But in that connection I want to call 
your attention to another incident in my 
efforts in that strike and others. 


Better Way Than Striking. 

“When appealing to the employers to 
consider some things in connection with 
the situation that I did not think they 
fully appreciated or understood, [@old of 
the experience of myself and associates 
recently in connection with the coal min- 
ing Of western Pennsylvania, Ohio, In- 
diana and Illinois. I have said that I 
thought there is a better way to settle 
and after twenty years’ of 
experience the operators controlling the 
mines of the states mentioned have found 
a better way. Four years ago we or- 
ganized what was termed the ‘Interstate 
Association,’ composed of the operatives 
and operators of the coal mines of these 
states. We agreed upon a scale of wages 
flexible enough to adapt itself to different 
physical conditions. That seale, once 
agreed upon, all that became necessary 
was to fix the basis price. That was 
four years ago. The contract was made. 
The operators went into the markets anid 
gold their coal and the coal miners abided 
by their contracts and delivered it. The 
next year it was renewed by a horizon: 
tal advance price; the next vear it was 
renewed, and then last year it was ré- 
newed. Peace and harmony, good and 
guccessful business operations have suc- 
ceeded that policy. In using that arsgu- 
ment with others it was said to me: 
‘what is your contract worth with a 
labor organization? If it don’t want to 
keep it, it won't, and you cannot make 
it.’ That is true, but when that remark 
earricad with it the insinuation that men 
ef that class had no honor in carrying 
out a contract I want to say that I deny 
it, and now I have the proof. The pro- 
lénged strike in the anthracite country

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<Torth Adams, Mass., August 7.—Short- 
ly after midnight a special officer from 
Washington awoke: Corporal Richard 
O’Brien at his home in this cfty to place 
him under arrest on the charge of per- 
‘jury in his testimony before the senate 
last May regarding affairs in the Philip- 
pines on a°bench “warrant from the su- 
preme court of the District of Columbia. 

O’Brien took his arrest quietly and said 
that he expect@d to prove every state- 
ment that he had made before the sen- 
ate committee, and that he would call 
several witnesses to confirm what he had 
said. It is expected he will be taken to 
Washington today. 

O’Brien was corporal of Company M, 
Twenty-sixth regiment, of which Captain 
McDonald, of Boston, was commanding 
officer, and O’Brien made several charges

against his captain, toa which Captain 
McDonald replied in a vigorous denfal. 
Senator Lodge was quoted at the time as 
saving that the prosecution of O’Brien 
would follow. 

Corporal Richard O’Brien in his tes- 
timony before the senate Philippine com- 
mittee, asserted that a woman in the 
town of Igbaras had been violated by 
American officers. He testified that a 
number of officers, among them Captain 
McDonald, had become intoxicated at a 
reception at San Joaquin and conducted 
themselves in a disorderly manner. 
O’Brien charged Captain McDonald with 
naving sold rations which Should have 
been issued to the men, and with strik- 
ing a Filipino prisoner over the head 
with a revolver. O’Brien also asserted 
that dumdum bullets were issued in the 
regular way with other ammunition. Cap-

NINE KTLLED IN COLLISION. 


Fast Freight and a Work Train Meet 
in Iowa. 

Marshalltown, Iowa, August 6.—Two 
engineers and seven laborers were killed 
this afternoon in a collision of the Chi- 
cago, Milwaukee. and St. Paul 2 miles 
west of Rhodes, this county, between a 
fast freight and a work train. Twenty 
laborers were injured. Seventy-eight 
Sabporers were on the work train. The 
freight met the work train going at 
full speed on a reverse curve. The acci- 
dent is attributed to disregard of orders 
and signals. 

Later reports are to the effect that 
eleven were killed in the wreck and thir- 
ty-nine injured. The killed include En- 
gineer Dennis Maries, of the fast freight, 
and Engineer William Brayman, of the 
construction train, and nine workmen. 
Fireman William Thorp, of the fast train, 
and eight workmen are seriously and 
possibly fatally injured. .

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LASH IS PLIED 
BY MASKED MEN 


Regulators Are Causing 
Reign of Terror Near 
Harrodsburg, Kv. 


Harrodsburg, Ky., August 6.—Thirty 
masked men, mounted on swift horses and 
heavily armed, caused a reign of terror 
in the neighborhood of Perryville, 10 
miles from this city, last night and 
severely flogged William Goodnight, 
George Russell and Ray Bottom, resi- 
dents of that section. They rode into 
Perryville from the direction of a large 
cave north of town, which was a rendez- 
vous of the toll gate raiders who ier- 
rorized the community several years ago. 

They dashed through Perryville at a 
terrific speed and proceeded to the house 
of Goodnight on the Mackville pike. 
Quickly but quietly surrounding the 
house, they called for him to come out 
or be cremated, as they intended to burn 
the place if he refused. : 

When Goodnight appeared in response 
to their summons he was securely bound, 
after which several members of the party 
plied the teal unmercifully. He was then 
ordered to go to work, leave the country 
at once or get a rope the next trip. Leav- 
ing Goodnight, the whitecaps went to the 
home of George Russell, in the same 
neighborhood, and gave him a severe 
|! beating. They then called on Wallace 
Bottom, whom they served in like man- 
ner. 

Goodnight says he recognized several 
of the party and some arrests may fol- 
low. 

Some time ago notes, purporting to be 
from whitecaps, were left at the doors 
of several good citizens, but they were 


treated as a joke.

THREE BULLETS PRG 
HAND OF THE BRAKEMA 
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But He Fights on and Finally Throws 
the Robber from the Train—At- 
tempt Made on Rock Is- 
land in the Indian 
Territory. 


‘Fort Worth, Tex., August 6.—The south- 
bound fast express on the Rock Island 
road was boarded at Chickasha, Ind. T., 
about 2 o'clock this morning by a man 
who made a determined effort tro ®old up 
the train. The would-be ‘robber encoun- 
tered Barkeman D. W. Carpenter on the 
rear platform of the last car, and a des- 
perate struggle ensued, in which Gar- 
penter was shot three times through the 
hand. 

In the scuffle the pistol. was knocked 
from the robber’s hands to the track. The 
man then managed to pul] the automatic 
air valve. When: the train slowed down 
he dropped off and escaped without se- 
curing any booty. There is little hope of 
an effective chase as the would-be bandit 
has many hours’ start. 

ONE OF THE “2” ROBBERS 

WAS KILLED BY BULLET 

Mount Carroll, Ills., August 6.—One of 
the masked men who held up the Chica- 
xO, Burlington and Quincy train near 
Savannah last night was killed. 

The fine vestibuled passenger train of 
eleven coaches, Conductor Emerson in 
charge, was flagged at the little station 
and six masked men boarded the engine. 
The engineer and firemen obeyed the im- 
perative orders of the robbers and at 
once uncoupled the engine and express 
car from the train and ran them a quar- 
ter of a mile up the track. Then they 
blew up the express car with dynamite, 
ran the engine north a distance of a mile 
from Hanover and the lozomotive becom- 
ing dead the robhéeis abandoned it and es- 
caped. The highweyman who was killed 
was shot above -the eye and also in the 


leg. He met. instant death while in the 


engine and his body was dumped to the 
ground by his companions as they sped 
away. The express messenger. Bye, 
claims to have done the shooting. 


Work of Experts. \ 

There was no way of telegraphing news 
of the hold-up and a flagman walked 
back and gave the alarm. A special 
train of citizens and several policemen 
proceeded to the scene, but, as the train 
track runs along the Mississippi river and 
the country is well adapted to a successful 
flight, the robbers easily escaped. The 
work was evidently that’ of experts, as 
they went at it coolly and methodically. 
The train attacked is one of the finest 
in the world and usually carried consid- 
erable money, which must have been 
known by the highwaymen, 

The dead robber was a stranger in this 
vicinity. He was a middle-aged man and 
was well dressed. In his pocket was 
found an Iowa Central mileage credential 
from Grinnell to Gilman, issued in the 
name of A. J. Jacobs. 

‘Four explosions were required ta com- 
plete the destruction of the safe and the 
car was badly wrecked. The _ robbers 
were eight in number, all masked. They 
evidently were railroad men, one being 
a good engineer. Messenger William 
Bye fired five shots at the robbers, and 
an attempt was made to blow him up in 
his car. The bandits had arranged to 
ditch the entire train of heavily laden 
coaches, had not the signal to stop been 
heeded. Several ‘passengers in the buffet 
car, including the porter, were held 
prisoners during the attack on the safe. 

Engineer’s Story. 

Engineer John E. Mooney, of Minne- 
apolis, told a vivid story of the hold-up. 
He said: 

‘The robbers stopped 
swinging a white light. As soon as it 
stopped two men jumped into the cab 
and covered us with reyMlvers. One of 
them told the fireman to cut off the en- 
gine. After this was done the man who 
was pointing a gun at my head told me 
to pull the engine up and I ran her up 
a half mile. Then they ordered me to 
jump off and we walked back toward the 
train, where we were joined by the ex- 
press messenger and another § robber. 
They took us to the rear of the buffet 
car and told us to sit there. One of the 
robbers left us. They worked for an hour 
blowing open the safe and finally brought 
the engine down again and all of them 
fot aboard it. A few feet from the tratn 
they told me to jump off and run, which 
I most assuredly did. They ran the en- 
gine up 7 miles and left her dead.”’ 

It ‘s believed the five bags of money 
contained $20,500.

Philadelphia, Pa., August 6.—A combi- 
nation of leading stogie and cheroot 
manufacturers of the country has been 
formed in this city. George B. Hanford, 
of New York, who arranged the con- 
solidation,: states that the new corpora- 
tion, which is to be styled the United 
States Cigar Company. will control from 
99 to 9% per cent of the stogie and cherco: 
trade. The company has been incor- 
porated under the laws of Delaware with 
a capital of $6,500,000. The officers are:

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HARRY TRACY, THE NOTORIOUS OUTLAW. 
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RECORD OF OUTLAW TRACY 
SINCE ESCAPE FROM PRISON 


June 9—Harry Tracy and his brother in 
law, David Merrill, escaped from the peni- 
tentiary at Salem, Oreg., killing three 
guards and wounding a convict who tried 
to stop them. 

June 10—Held up J. W. Roberts, near 
Salem, getting food and clothing; stole 
two horses and rode toward Portland; 
held up two members of pursuing posse 
and took their horse and buggy. 

June 11—Fired on pursuers from am- 
bush, near Gervais, and made their es- 
cape. wt 

June 12—Surrounded by 250 members of 
the Oregon militia, but broke througn 
cordon in night and made their escape. 

June 14—Stole two horses near Oregon 
City and rode through the suburbs of 
Portland. 

June 15—Forced two boatmen to row 
them across the Columbia river, landing 
in Washington 5 miles above Vancouver. 

June 17—Had an exchange of shots with 
& posse at Salmon creek, but escaped 
unharmed, and at Ridgefield stole two 
more horses and continued their flight. 

June 23—Near lLacenter robbed the 
house of a ranchman who was at church, 
taking clothes und $20 in cash. 

June 25—Stole breakfast of a farmer 
near Kelso. 

June 26—Took two more horses. 

June 29—During the night the convicts 
slipped through a strong posse guarding 
the road near Chehalis. 

July 1—Both men seen on the Northern 
Pacific tracks at Tenino, 9 miles from 
Tacoma. Here trace of Merrill was lost. 

July 2—Tracy held.up six men'in eat- 


ing house near South Bay and forced j 


four, including Captain Clark, of a large 
gasoline launch, to take him to Seattle. 
On the way he told the crew that he 
had murdered Merrill. Landed at night 
near Seattle, 

July 3—Tracy was cornered at Bothell, 
6 miles from Seattle. Killed Deputy Sher- 
iff Charles Raymond, of Snokomish coun- 
ty, and Deputy Sherfff ‘“Jack’’ Williams, 
of Seattle; wounded Carl Anderson, a 
newspaper reporter. Returning toward 
Seattle, he was surrounded while eating 


supper in a suburban residence. He 


' killed Policeman E. E. Breez and Neil 


Rawiey, a game warden. Sheriff Cudihee 
fired two shots at the convict, but missed. 


. That night Tracy slept in a cemetery. 


July 4—Stole a horse and buggy at a 
farm house near Ballard. Slept and rest- 
ed-in the woods during the day. 

July 65—Compelled a‘ boy at Madison 
Point to row him across the sound to 
Meadow Point. Bound and gagged a 
farmer and his family and spent the. af- 
ternoon reading the papers, sleeping and 
eating. Forced hired man to row him 
across the sound. 


July 6—Spent the day In the woods with 
the hired man, resting. 

July 7—Going along track toward Ren- 
ton, Tracy met friends. Hired man was 

left tied “an@ blindfolded. 

July 8—Surrounded by fifty deputy sher- 
iffs near Renton, but gave them the slip 
and put cayenne pepper in his tracks, 
throwing hounds off the scent. 

July 9—Held up a family at Kent and 
sent the farmer to town after a new re- 
volver, ammunition and provisions, which 
he got. 

July 10—Exchanged shots with guards 
near Covington and escaped. 

July 11—Fired upon more deputies near 
Sluice creek and escaped. 

July 12—Held up a rancher near Au- 
burn, taking the man’s revolver from 
him. 

July 14—David Merrill's dead body found 
in the woods near Chehalis. Tracy had 
shot his partner in the back and neck. 

July 16—Tracy believed to be in a cabin 
near Black Diamond. House surrounded, 
but convict had left’ several hours be- 
fore. 

July 17—Failureof Oregon officials to 
pay the promised’ geward for Merrill 
causes practical aba ionment of hunt for 
Tracy. 

August 6—Tracy Is discovered near 
Creston, Wash., and. surrounded after 
a fierce fight in which two bullets entered 
his leg. r 

August 6—Seeing no chance of escape, 
early in the morning the outlaw commits 
suicide by shooting himself through the

TRACY TAKES 


Notorious Qutlaw Puls Bulet 
Through Brain Rather Than 
Submit to Capture 
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HE FOUGHT PURSUERS 
UNTIL BADLY WOUNDED 


Then He Crawled Into a Wheat Field 
and Fired'a Bullet Into His 
Head—He Had Been a Fu- 
gitive from Justice for 
Weeks. 


Spokane, Wash., August 6—After de 
fying the officers and terrorizing the citi- 
zens of two states for weeks, Harry 
Tracy, the convict, s@ht a bullet through 
his brain rather than submit to capture, 
The outlaw committed suicide after being 
wounded Dy a bullet from the rifle of one 
of his pursuers. 

Harry Tracy, with David Merrill, es- 
caped from the Oregon penitentiary at 
Salem on Jure 9, after killing three prison 
guards. 

Tracy was surrounded in a wheat field 
near Fellowes, a station on the Wash- 
ington Central railroad, about 3 miles 
west of Spokape, last night. Word wag | 
sent back to Davenport, the county seat, 
and a large nugnber of armed men hure 
ried to the scene. 

The posse opened fire on the outlaw, 
and one bullet pierced his right leg be- 
tween the knee and thigh. About twenty’ 
minutes after being wounded, he shot - 
himself with one of his revolvers and his 
body was found this morning after day 
break. The revolver with which he killed 
himself was grasped tightly in his right 
hand. 

Tracy’s Wonderful Flight. 

After baffling the officers of two states, 
after a wonderful flight of nearly 400 miles 
across Oregon and Washington, Tracy 
was hunted down by four citisens of the 
little farming town of Creston, and @ lone 
deputy sheriff. Sheriff Gardner agf“*, 
arrivéd in time to guard the @#neat fix 
through the night, but the $work 7 
already been done, .

These men, armed to the teeth, set out 
from Preston yesterday afternoon about 
2 o'clock. They were working on the in- 
formation of a youth who had been forci- 
bly made the cc{mpanion of the Oregon 
convict for over twenty-four hours at 
the ranch of L. B. Eddy, on’ Lalle creek, 
about 3 miles south from Fellowes, a .sta- 
tion on the Washington Central railroad, 
The party made all possible haste in geéte 
ting to the ranch. When within a few 
hundred vards of the farm they encoun. 
tered Farmer Eddy mowing in one of his 
fields. While engaging him in conversa- 
tion they saw a man issuing from the

“Is that Tracy?" asked one of the party. 

‘It surely is,’’ replied Eddy. 

The party separated, Lanter and Smith 
accompanying Eddy !n the direction of the 
barn, while the other two men swung 
around to the other side.’

Without watting for further fight- 
ing Tracy made a dash for the brush. 

In an instant the man hunters were off 
im pursuit, firing as they ran. Coming to 
a rock, Tracy dodged behind it, and rest- 
ing his gun on the rock began a fusilade. 
Eight shots in a!l were fired by the out- 
law, not one hitting its mark. Seeing 
he was not succeeding he bolted for a 
Wheat field close by. At the edge of the 
field he stumbled, falling on his face an4 
crawled into the grain on his hands and 
Knees. 

It was growing dark and the pursuers, 
not dating to move in closer, decided to 
surround the place and wait for day- 
light. In the meantime Sheriff Gardner, 
With Policemen Stauffer and Gemtnerim, 
of Spokane; Jack O'Farrell, of Davenport, 
and other reinforcements, had arrived on 
the scene and they went into camp proung 
the field during the night. 

Shortly after Tracy disappeared a shot 
Was heard from the direction of the wheat 
field. No investigation wag made, how- 
ever, until this morning. AS s00n as 
dawn came, an entrance was made into 
the whéat field. 

Top of His Head Shattered. 

Tracy's dead body was found lying amid 
the grain with his face turned toward the 
sky.

Two bullet wounds on the left leg 

Owed the cause of tthe man’s despond- 
ney.

*. '€@n the ankle and the knee. The other 
ot t the bial artery, which of itself was 

dfficierit to cause death. It is believed 
wat both of these wounds were received 
after the convict left the barn and made 
his break for the wheat field. The fugi- 
tive had taken a strap and buckled it 
tightly around his leg in an attempt to 
gtop the bleeding. Despite the tightly 
fastened strap, the bleeding continued un- 
til he probably realized his hopeless con- 
dition and ended the struggle. He was 
dressed in blue overalls, a white shirt and 
wore no coat or vest. He wore a bicycle 
cap and a pair of rough shoes. He had 
one rifie and two revolvers. 

Sheriff Gardner, of Lincoln county, and 
his assistants arrived on the scene in 
time to help on the discovery of the re- 
fhains and it is stated that he maintained 
that he and his deputies were entitled to 
at least a share of the booty. This was 
disputed by the Creston party, the mem- 
bers of which maintain that they did 

work and to them belongs the re- 
‘ wards. Finally Sheriff Gardner was al- 
lowed to take the body with the under- 
gtanding that he recommend that the re- 
ward be paid to the men from Creston. 
The body, effects and the horses of 
the desperado were taken in charge by 
Sheriff Gardner and taken direct to, Dav- 
enport, where they will be kept pending 
the decigion of the final disposiifon of 
Tracy’s body.

Washington, Auguat 6.'The war ianiane, 
ment hes known for gome time that por- 
tions of the friar lands‘in. the Philippines 
have been disposed.of;to companies and 
all of the recent negptiations conducted 
by Secretary Root. have carefully taken 
into account any contingencies which 
might,arise through these transfers. The 
facts were fully communicated to the 
government here by Governor..Taft. The 
latter also explained -this mattersof a)- 
leged transfer to the senate committee 
on the Philippines. In the course of his 
evidence before the committee, Governor 
Taft said in answer to the question wheth- 
er the friars were in actual possession of 
the lands: 

“Generally, in order to avotd hostilities, 
they have transferred their titles to cam- 
panies and retained the majority of the 
stock.’’ 


Status of the Companies. 

Being asked as to these companies, Gov- 
ernor Taft explained their status as fol- 
lows: 

.“F' wish to say that one of these com- 
panies, or a stockholder of one of these 
companies, has filed a protest with the 
acting governor, which I have with me, 
against the condemnation of these lands, 
becausé of the interest some individual 
Owners have in them. But I want.to add 
that I do not think the protest has suffi- 
cient weight to vary the truth.of. my state- 
ment that the commission has reasonable 
ground to beljeve that with the authority 
which it asks, to wit, to issue bonds it can 
at reasonable “prices purchase this land.’ 

As to the bona fide nature of the trans- 
fers to certain companies, Governor Taft 
said that he had cross-examined the heads 
of réligious orders. He added: 

“I think after you read:the evidence it 
will become obvious that while it is. true 
that transfers have been made, they have 
been colorable in this sense—not fraudu- 
Ig¢nt; 1 do not say that—but they have 
been colorable tn the sense that the trans- 
fer made was for the purpose of giving 
the public the impression. that the friars 
had ‘parted with their titles, and thus 
facilitating the collection of rents, while 
in fact the ownership is still retained. 
That is my information as to the condi- 
tion of the titles now, in spite of a pro- 
test filed “by some stockholders with re- 


—_ 


spect to the ownership of some hacien- 
das.” 
Root Takes Precautions. 

Having in mind this information that 
the friars had sold portions of their lands 
to eompanies, Secretary Root said in his 
last dispatch of instruction to Governor 
Taft, sept to the latter at Rome, that in 
case of a successful close of the negotia- 
tions, lists must be furnished not only of 
the land but also of titles which had been 
merged in the stock of corporations, with 
the total stock of such corporations and 
the amount of stock held by the religious 
orders. : 

Aside from this information given by 
Governor Taft, the war department has 
been advised from thme to time of cer- 
tain individual transfers made by religious 
P institutions in the Philippines to persons 
and organizations in this country. One 
such transfer is represented by a lead- 
ing firm of attorreys in New York and 
another is représented by a Washington 
firm of attorneys. The negotiations have 
proggeded, however, with the idea that 
the transfers were not of a character 
to interrupt the consummation of the 
main object of securing a transferance of 
the lands as an entirety. 

_ Friars Say They Have Sold. 

Rome, August 6.—According to infor- 
mation received by the vatican almost 
all the real estate belonging to Spanish 
friars in the Philippines was sold before 
the American occupation to syndicates 
and corporations duly registered and 
legally recognized ‘by Americans living in 
New York. It is alleged by the same 
authorities that although the friars hold 
some shares jin these corporations, they 
do not own controlling interests. The 
Vatican is surprised at this information, 
in view of Governor Taft's proposition to 
buy the friars’ land, of which they ap- 
parently are no longer in control. It is 
considered remarkable that Governor 
Taft, fresh Tfom the Philippines, was not 
aware of it. 

The vatican has shown much interest 
in. the Associated Press interview with 
Archbishop Ireland in St. Paul on July 
22,in which the archbishop said the pope 
and other Roman authorities were de- 
lighted with Governor Taft and with the 
course of the negotiations between him 
and the vatican. The vatican officials 
agree that Archbishop Ireland clearly 
and happily sets forth the true spirit of 
the intercourse between the vatican and 


the United States.

Boy Caused Tracy’s Downfall. 

Tracy's last escapade was on the farm 
of L. B. Eddy, near Fellowes. For two 
days and as many nights be held the 
family of Mr. Eddy under subjection. Here 
again he showed nerve and cool-headed- 
ness, but these very qualities brought 
about his downfall. Had he not allowed 
G. E,:- Goldfinch, the 18-year-old boy, to 
leave the ranch when he did the: story 
today. might be different. But the- outlaw 
had too much faith in estimating the ter- 
ror his words of warning would give to 


the lad. 


The story of the exploits of the famous 
bandit at the Eddy ranth “aré given Sy 
the boy, who, was his servant for over 
a fay. It was ‘Sahday afternoon. that’ 
Goldfinch was riding a horse across the 
prairie not far from where he passed. To 
all appearances the stranger was prepar- 
ing his supper, but young Goldfinch paid 
no attention to him, not seeing anything 
unusual in his actions. Just as the boy 
was going by the camper called out, ask- 
ing him to have some supper. With the 
reply that he had just finished his supper 
Goldfinch did not even slacken the pace of 
his horse and passed the stranger. It 
was then that an imperative command 
from the man brought Goldfinch to a sud- 
den stop. He was ordered to come back. 
This order the boy obeyed. With his 
usual ceremonY Tracy soon made himself 
at home. He inquired the way to the 
nearest farm and was directed to the 
Eddy. Tracy at this time still had two 
horses. One he rode; the other, the boy 
says, was hoaded with groceries and bed- 
ding. 

‘You go ahead and tell them I am com- 
ing,’’ commanded the outlaw. 

Goldfinch readily complied and started 


j ahead to announce the coming of the 


guest. Tracy, however, kept close on 

the heels of the 1ad, evidently not intend- 

ing to give him a chance to give warning. 
He. Shaved in the Morning. 

On the way to the house Tracy noticed 
a rope trailing from his pack. ‘‘That’s 
leaving a bad mark,” said the outlaw, and 
stopped to gather in the trailing coils. He 
then went on his way to the Eddy ranch, 
Arriving their, Goldfinch performed the 
service allotted to him and soon told the 
family who the visitor was. The night 
passed without any special happenings. 
In the morning Tracy first made his toilet. 
A bath and a shave were included in his 
morning make-up, the farmer and his 
men having provided soap, towels and 
water. When the men started for their 
work Tracy discovered they were con- 
structing an overhead rack in the barn 
for the fall crop. The outlaw decided to 
anake himself useful and divesting himself 
of his rifie and one of his revolvers, 
labored with the other men during nt 
of the. morning. .He kept one revolver, 
however, in the holster by his side ready 
for instant use.’ During the day the out- 
law wanted his other weapons, which had 
been left with his bedding and traveling 
outfit. He sent ‘Goldfinsh after the 
weapons and proudly passed them around 
to the awe-stricken workmen. They were 
allowed to handle thé weapons and in- 
spect: them, but, it is said, they took care 


not to have the mrizzies of the guns polnt- 


ing towatd the outlaw. Tracy all this 
time had a revolver himself and left no 
opening for the farmers to get the drop 
on him. That the outlaw ‘stood :n no fear 
of Eddy and his men attempting to take 


‘advantage..of the apening. was . vouched 


for by himself, he having remarked to the 
farmer; 


“J am not afraid of you. ws During the 


day the outlaw remarked that he needed | 


a new holster, on of his revolvers being 
without a holder. Young Goldfinch Was 
instructed to find the leather, after which 
the outlaw soon made a holster. 

Monday evening: Tracy told Goldfinch 
he might go. He was, however, cautioned 
‘on pain of. death not -te tell. what had 
happened until Wednésday. It was this 
very display of.nerve which. heretofore 
had made the outlaw safe that this time 
caused his ruin. Goldfinch, instead of be- 
in sufficiently terrorized to Reep peace, 
soon be ‘the news and. aroused a 


. ,Death-Intensely Tragic. . 
The death was Intensely tragic. Five 
determined citizens, of Creston, hearing 
of his presence at Eddy’s, took their rifies 
and revolvers and went-.after him. They 
Knew their man and acted accordingly. 
When Tracy ran they plunged boldly af- 
ter him,. Sighting the men, and securing 
iis rifle, Tracy sought cover behind a 
hay stack, escaping several rifie bullets. 
Thé posse then found cover behind a large 


boulder laying on the edge of a small 
wheat fleld, and this dash was his un- 


| doing, for just as he came to the rock 


he fell forward, a 
broken one leg. He plunged into the 
wheat, leaving a bloody trail. 

After receiving the wound he crawled. 
7% yards on his hands and knees in order 
to reach a spot that would command 
the posse and enable him to fire upon 
them, But once only was he able to fire 
from ‘his vantage point. Then, weakened 
by loss of blood, he tried to staunch his 
wound, failed, and with his revolver, sent 
a bullet through his brain. 

By this time dusk had fallen and the 
posse, unaware of the seriousness of his 
wound and ‘fearing that his silencé was 
fittertded ‘to lure them into a’ déadly am- 
ush,, posted themselves to prevent his 
‘escape and patiently waited for the dawn. 
During the night others came on the 
scene and joined in ‘the cordon, but at 
daylight it was plain that the outlaw 
would do no*more firing. His body Hes 
tonight in Davenport, where sheriffs’ 
posses and others are disputing its pos- 
session. 

In 1897 Tracy murdered Valentine Hoge, 
a Colorado cattle man, and William 
Strong, a boy, in the same state. 

A total reward of $5,600 was offered for 
his arrest. Governor McBride, of Wash- 
ington, offered $2,500 for his capture, dead 
Or alive. The state of Oregon offered 
$3,000 and the brother of one of the guards 
killed at the penitentiary offered $100. 

The reward for Merrill’s capture 
amounted to $1,500, which has been claim- 
ed by Mrs. Waggoner, the berry picker, 
and: her son, who found the body near 
their home,

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MILLIONS LOST 


Startling Announcement Is 
Made by the Inspector in 
the Strike Region. 


FOREIGNERS “ARE” DRILLED, 
GENERAL .GOQBIN SAYS 


At Least, He Says That He Has Been 
Told Such a Story Watchman 
Is Beaten to Death by. 
Strikers at Shenan- 
doah. 

Shenandoah, Pa, <Atigust 6.—William 
Stein, the state mine inspector for the 
Shenandoah region, today announced that 
five collieries under his jurisdiction, which 
have an estimated tota] value of $1,500,000, 
have been rendered useless by reason of 
having been fiooded and have been per- 
manently abandoned. - 
Four of them—Bear Run, East Bear 
Ridge, Kohiner and Preston No. 3—be- 
long to the Philadelphia and Reading* 
Coat and Iron Company: The other coi- 
liery is the Lawrence and is owned by the 
Shaefer estate of: Pottsville. Mr. Stein 
¢stimates* that out of the 36 collieries in 
his district only 14 are’in condition for 
immediate operation if the strike were 
enged. The others are in such a condition 
that it would requiré anywhere from one 
to four months to clear them of water 
and make repairs. He said the average 
time would be about two months. The 
abandonment of the five collieries will 
compel 2,000 mine workers to seek em- 
ployment in other. parts of the region, 
and they may have trouble in finding it if 
the thousands of men who have left the 

region during the strike should return. 

This condition of affairs, the mine in- 
spector said, is a serious matter not only 
with the companies, but with the men. 
After the strike shall have been ended 
rost of the workmen will have to remain 
in idleness for another period of time 
until the collieries are placed in work- 
ing condition. In the coal flelds south of 
here, Mr. Stein said, the situation is about 
as bad. But in the Wyoming and Lacka- 
vanna region the mines are in much bet- 
ter condition. The mine inspector's state- 
ment created considerable interest here, 
as it confirmed the belief of some of the 
coal company officials that a full resump- 
tion of coal mining will not take place this 
year, and in consequence the tendency 
of coal prices will be upward rather than 
downwe rd. 

Foreigners Being Drilled. 

General Gobin said today that Shenan- 
doah, for a town of its size, is more 
thickly populated than the worst tene- 
ment district in New York. He thought 
the sanitary conditions in the foreign 
quarters of tne place were extremely bad 
because of the lack of, sewerage. He said 
he had been advised that foreigners. in 
this vicinity were being drilled, but he 
would not say whether the information 
he had received was correct. 

He belieyed, however, there are many 


who have been officers in. European 
afmies and teave takén refuge in this 
country. The ‘ex-officers, the general 
said, haye considerable influence over the 
others and they were not to be trusted. 
He characterized the ex-officers as ‘“‘ad- 
venturers and degenerate heirs of noble 


sires,”’ : 

Paul Pulaski, national organizer of the 
United Mine Workers, who looks after 
the foreign members of the union, came 
here today. He denied all the stories of 
secret drilling by the Polanders, who. be- 
long to beneficial societies that keep up 
a form of military organization, but he 
said this was done only to keep alive the 
memory of their days at home. 

These organizations, he said, can be 
found in most places where there is any 
considerable number of foreigners. “The 
foreigners,’’ he concluded, “think too 
much of the freedom they have in this 
country to turn against its govern- 
ment.”’ 

Mr, Pulaski addressed two large meet- 
ings of foreign-speaking strikers. The 
men declared in meeting they would not 
return to work until the strike shall 
have been officially decared Ou.

AUGUSTA STRIKE 
IS. DECLARED OFF 


Acainst the Mills, 
STRIKE BEGAN IN APRIL 


Mills Secured So Much Help That It 
Was Impossible for Strikers To 
Win—Textile Leaders Say, 
Despite Defeat, the Un- 
ion Is. Stronger. 


Fall River, Mass., August 6:—The big 
strike-of the cotton mill operators at Au- 
gusta, Ga., which was looked wpon as a 
test of strength of the United Textile 
Workers of America was declared off by 
the executive commi.cee of that body 
this afternoon. The committee met here 
and received the announcement that the 
strike in the John C. King mills in Au- 
gusta, Ga., had ended August 1. It 
was shown that the mills had secured so 
much help that it was impossible for 
the strikers to win. This action ends 
one of the hardest fought battles known 
in the textile industry between labor 
unions and mill owners in the south. 

These operatives went on. strike. last 
April for a 10 per cent advance in 
wages. The United Textile Workers, 
which had been formed but a short time 
before, directed the strike through its 
Officials in Fall River. Secretary Htb- 
bert established supply depots in vari- 
ous parts of Augusta and operatives in 
Georgia and the southern part of North 
Carolina went out on strike through 
Sympathy. The sympathetic strikers af- 
tewards returned’ to work. Something 
like $10,000, in all, was sent to the strik- 
ers from all over the country.

WHELMS TRAIN 


Three Hundred Tourists En 
Route to California in 
Deadlv Peril. 


TORRENT FROM MOUNTAIN 
STRIKES THEIR TRAIN 


Coaches Are Thrown from the Track, 
but the Passengers Escape 
Without Injury — Torrent 
Seen Coming Before 
It Struck Train. 


Florence, Colo., August 6.—A Rio Grandé 
special passenger train from the east 
en route to’ California and carrying 300 
tourists was ditched just east of Flor- 
near Swallows. 

The wreck was caused by the train 
heing struck by a wall of water 8 feet 
high coming down Peck creek, caused 
by the heayy rains in the moutains soufh 
of here yesterday afternoon. The brake- 
man saw the torrent when it was only a 
short distance from the § train. He 
rushed through the eight coaches and 
told the passengers on the’ two rear 
coaches to hurry to the front of the 


train. 

Just as the last tourist left the rear 
coach the.water struck the cars, and 
breaking the coupling pins, hurled them 
into the air and landed them 40 feet from 
the track. The trucks were knocked off 
the day coach which, after striking the 
ground, went down 15 feet into the mud. 
The sleeper was thrown against the 
farm house of J. G. Roberts, which was 
occupied by himself, wife and three chil- 
dren. The coach formed a wall and 
turned the water from the house, thus 
saving the building from going inito 
the river and also the lives of its occu- 
pants. 

The engine was badly damaged by the 
water, but mahaged to pull the two cars 
remaining on the track some distance 
from the flood and they are now occupied 
by the tourists and trainmen. No one is 
reported injured. 


Many Cloudbursts Reported. 

Denver, Colo., August 6.—News reached 
this city today that an enormous amount 
of damage was caused in Huerfano coun- 
ty, Colorado, yesterday by storm. Four 
cleudbursts hav? been reported. 

The first occurred 5 miles west of Wal- 
senburg, on the Denver and Rio Grande, 
and swept away 100 feet of bridge at that 
point. 

The second came down a@ short distance 
from LaVita and swept the _ railroad 
bridge away. 

The third oecurred at Huerfano, 22 
miles north of Walsenburg. The big fron 
railroad bridge at that point was wrecked 
and carried down stream and a long 
stretch of track was washed out, allow- 
ing nine freight cars to go in the ditch. 

The fourth came down near Santa 
Clara, 18 miles south of Walsenburg. 
Several houses were washed from their 
foundations and much other damage was 
done by the water and wind. Deer creek 
was turned into a raging torrent, wash- 
ing away bridges across it. TRe full 
amount of damage cannot be estimated 
at this time, but it probably will rua 
into six figures. The storm will prove of 
great benefit to farmers and stock grow- 


ers.

SUNG BY LONDON FOLK‘ 


As Edward VII Entered the City--King Walked With- 
out Assistance and Showed No Signs of His 
Severe Illness.

London, August 6.—To the strains of 
“Gog Save the King,” Edward VII re- 
turned to London today. 

The royal yacht Victoria and Albert, 
with King Edward on board, left Cowes 
et 1:30 o'clock this evening for Ports- 
mouth. The harbor station at Portsmouth 


‘was reacheq shortly after 2 o'clock. A 


special train t) .convey his majesty to 
London awaited his arrival at Ports- 
mouth. . 

The royal yacht bearing the king was 
moored along side the dock yard jetty ot 
Portsmouth. Two Japanese war _ ships 
fired salutés and were followed by all of 
the commissioned ships in the harbor. 
The king was officially received at the 
landing place by’ Admiral Sir Charles 
Frederick Hotham and General Sir Baker 
Creeq Russell. A guard of honor was 
mounted on the dock yard jetty. 

The king entered the royal train after 
the exchange wf a few words with the 
officials gathered on the platform. The 
departure from Porthmouth was made at 
3:40 o’clock and the train, which was 
preceded by a pilot engine, rpached Vic- 


‘toria station at 5:30 p. m. 


The station was decorated in honor of 
his majesty’s homecoming. Free access 
wag allowed the public, except to the 
platform reserved for his majesty. 

Judging by appearances the king will 
fot only be able to go through the coro- 
nation ceremonies, but will be perfectly 
capable of performing all the functions 
of the service without discomfort... His 
return to London was accomplished with- 
out any ill effects and his first public ap- 


pearance since his, operation delighted 
aven those who had the most serious ap- 
prehensions with regards to the king's 
condition. The group of railway officials 
and a few court functionaries who await- 
eq the train exhibited many signs of un- 


easiness, which were not lacking among, 


the crowds which jammed the approaches 
to the Victoria station, in which a squad 
of life guards had been placed. A four- 
horse royal carriage with red-coated out-, 
riders was drawn up to await the ar- 
riva} of the train. 

The king, accompanied by the queen 
and the Princess Victoria, stepped out of 
the car and walked across a crimson 
cloth on the platform some 20 yards tv 
his carriage. The queen and Princess 
Victoria entered the vehicle and the king 
followed, apparently without difficulty, 
and four royal servants placed rugs about 
his knees. The king stood up straight as 
if he had never had an illness in his life, 
took off his hat and bowed to friends on 
the platform and to the crowds behind 
the barriers. He seemed to be in the 
greatest good humor and evidently was 
delighteq to get back. Despite a few 
drops of rain which fel} he drove out 
with the top of the carriage down. His 
face was perpetually lighted up with a 
smile of satisfaction and he looked any- 
thing but an invalid. The prince and 
princess of Wales and their children 
drove over to Buckingham palace from 
York house and just before their majes- 
tyies arriveq they appeared on the palace 
balcony and were loudly cheered by the 
crowds outside.

Policy of Late Premier Atacked 


in the Commons, 


Charged That He Quarreled with 
France nd Spin, Alienated Tur- 
key, Threw Italy Into Arms 
of France and Failed 
‘Against Russia.

London, August 6.—During the discus- 
sion of the appropriation’ dill in the house 
of commons today, the government was 
severely criticised by various members re- 
garding its policy in Europe and in-China. 
It was alleged that Lord Salisbury had 
quarreled with France and Spain, had 
alienated Turkey, had driven Italy into 
the arms of France and had failed to ree 
sist Russia, while persistently courting 
Germany with obsequious compliances 
and one-sided secret treaties. 

In replying, Viscount Cranborne, under 
secretary of the foreign office, made an 
illuminative reference to the treaty with 
Germany by saying that if a secret treaty 
existed it was secret, therefore it fol- 
lowed necessarily that the government 
could not publish its terms. 

He denied the alleged quarrels with 
European powers, declaring that the po- 
sition of Great Britain was in no way in- 
secure and that her influence was high. 
The government was striving, said Vis- 
count Cranborne, to restore a normal 
state of affairs in China as speedily as 
possible, He thought the sooner Shanghai 
was evacuated by the international forces, 
the better, as there was no reason why 
they’ should stay. The government had 
proposed evacuation to other powers, but 
it was quite impossible for Great Brit- 
ain to evacuate alone. In that, as in all 
other respects, Great Britain must have 
the most favored nation treatment. The 
government had hoped that negotiations 
a commerctal treaty would be suc- 
cessfully concluded before now. The aboli- 
tion of the likin was the most important 
object. It was hoped, said the viscount, 
that a solution would be found for all 
points of difference. 

In moving the bill the chancellor of the 
exchequer, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, ex- 


| plained that he thought it desirable to 


alter one clause of the bill so as to enable 
the chancellor to borrow funds, in tem- 
porarily financing the exchequer, by the 
issuing of treasury bills. He added that 
the government expécted to have to bor- 
row £15,000,000 to meet a deficiency in 
the next quarter. 

Replying to J. Edward Zeely (conser- 
vative), who deprecated the lack of mod- 
ern war applifances by the British army 
and navy, and who urged the establish- 
ment of a department responsible for the 
adoption of every invention necessary to 
the army or navy, Premier Balfour denied 
that Great Britain was behind other na- 
tions. He said the government would 
grapple with the urgent question of a 
joint strategical department to the best 
of its ability.

President, Aboard the Mav- 
flower, Sees How Naval 
Battles Are @ Fought. 


WATCHES TARGET | PRACTICE” 
‘AND REWARDS THE WINNERS 


He Makes a Speech tothe Enlisted 
Men and Tells Them That the 
Men Behind the Guns 
Are Indispensable to 
Their Country. 


* Greenport, I., August 6.—President 
Roosevelt tod&y participated in mimic 
warfare. The maneuvers which the ship 
executed were precisely those which 
might have to be gone through in an 
active battle. 

The gun practice of the crew of the 
Mayflower indicates that the men behind 
the guns on board American war vessels 
are even more efficient and accurate thau 
they were at the memorable battie of 
Manila bay or at the -decisive victory 
achieved by the American fleet off San- 


tiago. 

After witnessing the work of the crew 
of No. 9 gun, the winners of the con- 
test, he personally went to the gunner, 
W. J. O'Donnelly, and, shaking his hand 
cordially, said: 

“You did well—excellently.’’ 

In en embarrassed manner O'Donnell 
touched his forelock and reallv appeared 
he wished he had not done sucn 
fine work. 

The shooting of the winning gun crew 
was phenomenallv good. At an average 
range of 1,500 yards they made 80 per 
cent of hits. They fired twenty shots 
and made sixteen hits, two of them being 
actual bull’s-eyes. At the conclusion of 
the target practice the crew was assem- 
bled on the quarter deck to witness the 
presentation of the prizes offered by tha 
president. 

Roosevelt Addresses Men. 

Briefly Mr. Roosevelt addressed the of- 
ficers and men as foilows: 

‘I wish to say a word to all the officers 
and enlisted men of gratification at the 
show you have made today. I hope this 
will be but the beginning of a practice 
which will make the Mayflower stand as 
the crack gunship of the navy. 

‘‘Now, just one word to the enlisted 
men and the sailors, both to the men 
behind the guns and in the engine room, 
for without the men in the’ engine room 
the men at the guns can do nothing. 

“It is a credit to the navy as a whole 
when the crew of a Single ship does well, 
Every man who does well reflects credit 
upon the navy; every man who does bad- 
ly refiects discredit upon it. I know I 
can count upon all on board this ship, 
as upcen all aboard other ships in the 
navy. & expect that each man will so 
do his duty as to reflect credit _ 
the navy as a whole.’ 

The president then shook hands with 
the members of ‘tie successful crew 
and as he did so pressed a $5 bill into 
the palm of each, but gave $20 to O'Don- 
nell, ' 


Voyage of the Sylph. 

Accompanied hy:.Mrs, Roosevelt, tha 
president boarded the; naval vaeht Sylph 
off Sagamore Hill late yesterday after- 
noon, 

The Sylph arrived tn Block Island 
sound lest nignt and came to anchor. In 
the morning she steamed up to the May- 
fiower lving near. The weather was 
thick and the clouds were dark and for- 
hidding. As soon as the Mayflower rec- 
ognized the president's blue, green and 
gold pennant she roared out a salute of 
twenty-one guns. A few minutes later 
the presideht, leaving Mrs. Roosevelt on 
the Syiph, ,took a launch for the May- 
flower. The crew dressed ship as Mr. 
Roosevelt went aboard and his own flag 
was broken out at the main peak and 
another salute of twenty-one guns ws 
fired, the president remaining standing 
and uncovered until its conclusion. 

Shortly afterwards the real work of the 
day began. A regulation naval target

At Panama He Is Protecting British 
Ships and Swedish and Norwe- 
gian Vessels in Venezuela 
Waters—Situation Re- 
garded as Critical. 


Washington, August 6.—A very in- 
teresting situation has developed at 
Panama which may result in a call upon | 
the United States to protect British in- 
terests there. 

Several days ago the governor of Pana- 
ma requested Commander Potter, of the 
United States gun boat Ranger, to leave 
the harbor and go in search for the Co- 
lombian war ship Boyaca, which was 
supposed to be in distress either through 
a break down of her machinery or from 
having fallen in with one of the revolu- 
tionary vessels. Permission was granted 
from here for the Ranger to do so. But 
yesterday Commander Potter announced 
that he would not go to sea because of 
the appearance off the harbor of a revo- 
lutionary ship. 

Today be cabled that he had been in- 
formed that the governor of Panama 
contemplated seizing the British vessel 
Quito, and there being no British war 
ship at Panama, he asked for instructions 
as to what course to pursue. The pre- 
sumption at the navy department is that 
the appearance of the revolutionary war 
vessel off the harbor alarmed the gov- 
ernment authorities and having no ship 
at hand to meet her, they proposed to 
press the Quito into service, possibly for 
the purpose of arming her and sending 
her out to meet the insurgent vessel. 

Situation Critical. 

When the property of one nation is 
threatened in this fashion, in the absence 
of a war ship of that particular coun- 
try, it is customary for a war ship of a 
friendly nation, when appealed to, to 
protect the property of the country re- 
questing aid. But it is not proper for a 
war ship of one country to proffer pro- 
tection unless formally requested to do 
so. Instructions to this effect were sent 
to Commander Potter and if the British 
const! at Panama should appeal to the 
Ranger for assistance to prevent the 


will be expected to adopt the same meth- 
od to prevent seizure which he would if 
the Quito were an American ship. The 
situation is considerec critical if Com- 
mander Potter’s information as to the 
contemplated action of the authorities 
should prove to be correct. 

The information contained in Captain 
Potter’s dispatch was communicated to 
the British Charge d’Affaires Percy 
Raikes, who is now at Bar Harbor. No 
response from the British chgrge has 
been received during the early part of 
the day. 

Protecting Swedish Ships. 

The navy department today received 
the following letter from Commanfer T. 
C. McLean, of, the cruiser Cincinnati, 
dated LaGuayra,:.July 10, in reply to the 
department’s cabled instructions to him 
to protect Swedish and Norwegian v@¢- 
sels. 

“Referring to the department’s cable- 
ram of July 7, instructing me to give 
protection to Swedish and Norwegian ves- 
sels, I report that I called on the consul 
ge neral of Sweden and Norway at Ca- 
racas and acquainted him with the in- 
structions and on the same day I sent an 
officer of LaGuayra and also to each of 
the captains of three Norwegian barka 
at this port, offering them assistance and 
protection if needed. The consul general 
at Caracas expressed his thanks for the 
courtesy. The vice cénsul ang captains 
of the barks called on me on board this 
ship and made grateful acknowledgment 
of the offers of protection.”’ 


KITCHENER AND ROBERTS. 


They Are Presented with Addresses 
by the City of London. 

Tondon, August 6.—The city of Lon- 
don celebrated the conclusion of peace tn 
South Africa tonight with a reception in 
the Guild hall, tendered jointly to Lord 
Roberts, commander ‘in chief of the 
forces, and Lord Kitchener. Both guests 
were presented with addresses commem- 
orating their distinguished war services, 
cnd in the case of Lord Kitchener, pay- 
ing especial tribute to his conduct of the 
regotiations which ted to the surrender 
of the Boers. The address to Lord Rob- 
erts was inclosed in a golden jeweled 
casket, elaborately designed. At the re- 
quest of Lord Kitchener a silver plate 
service was substituted for the gold cas- 
ket intended for him. 

Lord Roberts responding to the pres- 
entation speech made by Sir Joseph C. 
Dimsdale, lord mayor of London, paid a 
tribute to Lord Kitchener as ‘‘the general 
whose guidance had ‘brought the war to } 
its successful conclusion.” 

Lord Kitchener, in. turn, alluded to 
Lord Roberts as the “ever victorious 
ficld marshal.”’ He especially praised the 
colonial troops who fought in South Afri- 
ca. The notable assemblage included for- 
eign coronation guests of the country, the 
colonial prqmiers, ministers, generals and 
high naval officials.

Senator Tillman Writes An- 

other Salty Letter in Von 
Kolnitz Case. 


SHOULD BE DENIED ENTRY 
TO DEMOCRATIC PRIMARY 


Says if Voters Have Experienced a 
Change of Heart They Should 
Have the Courage To Come 
Out Squarely, and Not 
as Democrats. 


Charleston, 8, C., August 6.—(Special.)— 
Further discussion has been given the 
candidacy of George F. Vol Kolnitz, Jr., 
for the state ,senate by another letter 
written by Senator Tillman. As pre- 
viously told in The Constitution, Senator 
Tillman has declared that he would no 
longer help Charleston if Von Kolnitz 
is elected, in view of the part the latter 
took in a republican campaign. 

In a letter to Thomas R. Waring, editor 
of The Post, Senator Tillman repeats 
the statement. Among other things he 
Says: 

‘“T have your letter of July 30, asking 
whether I am of the opinion that Von 
Kolnitz ‘should be denied entry to the 
democratic primary on the score of his 
republican disposition in 1896, or whether 
he should be allowed to run in the pri- 
mary, but should be defeated by demo- 
cratic votes for presuming to aspire to 
Office so soon after his affiliation with the 
republicans.’ 

“When the state democratic convention 
met in May this whole subject was care- 
fully considered by the committee of 
which I was chairman. In view of the 
peculiar conditions existing in South 
Carolina, it was unanimously agreed that 
there would be no pledge exacted of any 
candidate in the democratic primary ofher 
than the one which we have had all along, 
except for candidates for congress and 
the United States senate. It was thought 
that the fullest freedom of action should 
be permitted and for that reason I have 
never considered for a moment the pro- 
priety of denying Von Kolnitzg the right 
to run, just as Cunningham or Ensor or 
George W. Murray might run if they 
would file their pledges. 

“My attitude in this matter is easily 
understood if it be remembered that I 
am a member of the national committee 
for this state, charged with the duty of 
watching for the interest of the party. 
Had I not been national committee- 
man. I would not have tackled McLaurin 
at Gaffney, 

“The election to the state senate of 
Von Kolnitz with or without opposition 
would indicate to my mind that a ma- 
jority of the citizens of Charleston are 
no longer democrats, and I should be 
bound to take steps to see that the re- 
publicans who elected him were barred 
from the democratic primaries in the 
future and should not be recognized in 
the next democratic state convention, We 
have got to draw the line somewhere 
and at some time, and we had just as 
well do it now as any ote. 

“The voting for Mr. McKinley in 1896 
by gold democrats was an act of war on 
the democratic party and so far as I am 
concerned such democrats are republic- 
ans, and ought to be ashamed to claim 
to be anything else; but when. in addi- 
tion to voting, there was service under 
the republican committee, as in the case 
of Vol Kolnitz, and an effort to get 
Office, the democrats of the state have 
a right to expect the people of Charles- 
ton to repudiate any such democracy, 
and if they fail to do so, without the 
possibility of a doubt,the. other -demo- 
crats of the state will. repudiate them and 
cease to affiliate with them. 

‘--“T note what The Post has to say 
&bout my not beitg in earnest about 
this matter, and that if Charleston elects 
Von Kolnitz I ‘could ot afford to neglect 
her interests.’ I never was more serious 
in my life than.when I said what I re- 
peat now, that if Charleston is a repub- 
lican city I shall leave the republicans 
3 take care of it in national legisla- 
on, 

“I represent the entire people of South 
Carolina and have tried to do my “duty 
by all of them, but there is a differ- 
ence between working with zeal and 


earnestness and allowing things to drift. 
If the people of Charleston are so in- 
different or have undergone a change of 
heart, they should have the manhood 


and courage to come out in their true 
colors. If they will organize a repub- 
lican party in the city and capture’ it 
like brave men, it would make no differ- 
ence to me, but to sneak around with 
democratic colors on and aid the repub- 
lican party is too low a: type of man- 
hood for my liking. Yours truly. 
“B. R. TILLMAN.” 
The senator’s opinion sustains the rul- 
ing of County Chairman Thayer, and in 
the~face of its deliverance it is unlikely 
that the state committee, which the sen- 
ator dominates, would overrule the coun- 
committee’s decision, and it is prac- 
vy assured that there will be no 
protest filed against Von Kolnitz'’s can- 
didacy. There are no signs that any 
other candidate will oppose Von Kolnitz 
in the primary and the indications are 
that he will be the only one before the 
primary and will be nominated accord- 
ingly as the democratic choice.

Writ Was Served After She Had Been 
Released from Asylum—Attor- 
neys for Dr. Allen Refuse 
To Talk of the 
Case. 


Milledgeville, Ga., Aug. 6.—‘ 
The jatest devedopments in theMncident 
of Mrs. Shotter’s release from the private 
sanitarium of Dr. H. D. Allen keep the 


interest of Milledgeeville people at fever 
heat. 

Dr. Allen left the city Wednesday for 
Savannah. where he was called by letter 
from the Shotter family. Mrs. Shotter 
ls to be tried in Savannah Thursday on 
a writ of lunacy, and Dr. Allen will be 
@ very important witness in the trial. 

The Constitution’s representative se- 
tured an interview with Dr. Allen before 
he got off to Savannah, on the subject 
if ‘the hearing before Judge Emory 
Speer, at Mount Airy, in the habeas 
corpus proceedings set for next Satur- 
day. : 
Replying to the question, what answer 
he would make to the charge of illegally 
detaining Mrs. Shotter in Nis sanitarium, 
brought by John R. Cooper as attorney 
for Mrs. Shotter, Dr. Allen answered 
promptly and unequivocally that his 
counsel would take the position before 
the court tnat, when he was served with 
the notice from Judge Speer to appear 
in his court with the person of Mrs. 
Shotter, and show cause for her deten- 
tian by him, he was not in possession of 
Mrs. Shotter. Two days before being 
Berved with this notice, Dr. Allen con- 
tends, he had received instructions from 
Mrs. Shotter’s family to send the lady 
to her home in Savannah. That he was 
undertaking to do when Mrs. Shotter 
was induced by Cooper to stop in ai 
“In other words,’”’ said Dr. Allen, “Mrs. 
Shotter was not an inmate of my sanita- 
rium, or in any sense in my possession 
or care, when this notice was served 
upon me. Cooper admitted that to Dr. 
Stone in Macon, when that gentleman 
informed him that he was taking the 
lady to her friends in Savannah.” 

“In what relation was Dr. Stone travel- 
ing with Mrs. Shotter while she was 
enroute to Savannah?” asked the corre- 
Bpondent. 

Dr. Stone Was Not Custodian. 

“Simply as a companion, not {fn any 
pense as acustodian, as wasthe female 
attendant also,”” the doctor replied. “It 
would have been criminal in me to send 
any person in’ Mrs. Shotter’s mental con- 
dition on a railroad journey alone, ofr 
any other sort of trip, as far as that Is 
concerned,”” continued Dr Allen "SP » 
was utterly incapable of taking care of 
herself anywhere, and I provided her, 
for the journey, with a physician from 
my staff and a female attendant skilled 
in handling patients with diseased minds. 
This explains the preseence of Dr. Stone 
and the nurse.” 

When it was suggested that, judging 
from the published accounts, the public 


-regarded Mrs. Shotter:as being in the | 


y custody of Dry Stone, both on the train, 
Allen safd the news- 
papers and the public entirely misappre- 
hended the true state of_the case. 

“To show. beyond all question,” Dr. Al- 
len added, ‘“‘that Mrs. Shétter was not in 
the custody of Dr. Stone, or of the at- 
tendant, when Cooper asked Dr. Stone 
at the Macon car shed where he was 
going with Mrs. Shotter, and f@¢> what 
purpose, Dr. Stone promptly acknogwl- 
edged the capacity in which he was act- 
iff, and distinctly stated to Cooper that 
he was traveling with the lady as a com- 
panion, .to see that no harm came to her, 
and that he was in no sense her custo- 
dian.”’ 

Dr. Stone, who was present during the 
interview with Dr. Allen, confirmed the 
foregoing statements and added: ‘‘When 
Cooper advised Mrs. Shotter not to go on 
to her family in Savannah, but to remain 
In Macon, I told him that if Mrs. Shotter 
acted upon his suggestion he must as- 
sume all responsibility for her safety, as 
she was mentally unbalanced and tIncapa- 
ble of directing her own movements.

OPEN TO PUBLIC 


Strong Protest Against Compe- 
tion with Convict Labor, 


Ginners Petition Prison Commission 
Asking That Ginning for Pub- 
lic Be Discontinued—State 
Legislature May Be Ap- 
pealed To. 


Milledgeville, Ga., August 6.—(Special.) 
The operators of public ginneries in and 
around Milledgeville have’ unitéd in a 
strong petition to the’ prison commis- 
sion asking that the practice of gin- 


ning for’ the public at the state farm 


be discontinued with the beginning. of 
the season soon to open. The petition 
Was signed by évery ginner within a 
radius of several miles, some ten or a 
dozen in all. 

The ginners claim that it is ruinous 
to their business to be forced. to com- 
pete with the state in the ginning of 
cotton: Their plants, they say, are not, 
in the very nature of the case, equal to 
the state’s in equipment, and if they 
were, they could not compete with any 
hope of success, because they must use 
high-priced free labor, while the state 
works convicts that cost only their main- 
tenance. They represent that the state 
can gin cotton at a profit for less than 
the best equipped ginnery in the county 
owned and operated by the private citi- 
zen, and they declare that if the state 
continues to engage in the business they 
will be forced to shut down their plants 
and lose all the money invested in 
them. 

These men argue further in their pe- 
tition that it is unfair to them as citi- 
zens and taxpayers to be forced thus 
to compete in any line of business with 
the great state of Georgia. Besides, 
those at least whose plants are within 
the city limits, are heavily taxed to 
operate them, a burden the state of 
course escapes. Some of these men, the 
petition asserts, afe confederate veterans 
and the revenue they might get from 
ginning cotton for the public, if living 
prices were maintained, is needed in the 
maintenance of their families. They 
claim it is unjust to them to have their 
business ruined by an enforced compe- 
tition with the prison farm ginnery, and 
they cry aloud for relief. 

The petition was mailed to Judge J. S. 
Turner, chairman of the prison commis- 
sion, several days ago, and the signers 
are awaiting the commissioners’ answer 
with interest ahd anxiety. » Should the 
commisston decide to stop ginning for 
the public dt will prove a happy solucion 
to a vexing problem; but if the commis- 
sion decides to continue ag heretofore, 
it is likely the gentlemen interested will 
take strenuous measures to sere relief, 
even carrying the question before the 
general assembly and seek to have a 
law passed forbidding competition by 
the state with private industries. They 
are Spnsiderably wrought up over what 
they consider the state’s injustice to 
their business. The question is regarded 
here aS a very important one, and its 
final outcome will be watched with in- 
terest.

Citizens in the Fog. 

That is certainly a most curious and 
interesting ruling by the commission- 
er of immigration, sanctioned by Sec- 
retary Shaw, which requires citizens 
of Porto Rico, Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines to be examined, pay head tax and 
otherwise subject themselves “to the 
laws respecting immigrants from 
countries over which the United 
States has no sovereignty or jurisdic- 
tion.” before they can enter our ports.

The Porto Rico act perpetuated the 
anomaly of calling the people of the 
‘island “citizens of Porto Rico” and 
nothing more. The Philippines act 
continues that singular form of classi- 
fication as to the Filipinos, At -the 
game time we say those islands are 
possessions of the United States, their 
people are listed as a.part of the na- 
tional population, we warn the world 
not to touch them for any purpose, we 
send them governors, judges, revenue 
officers, soldiers for garrisons and ex- 
ercise over them al] the functions of 
national sovereignty. |

selves at our ports of entry in this 
country we demand passports, exam- 
inations as to sanitary conditions, 
whether they are contract workmen, 
exact the immigrant head tax. etc. 
Surely a more anomalous condition of 
citizenship never before was present- 
ed in the world’s history.

them through the agencies and processes 
of Christian education is u..e end sought 
by this great congress. 

“Cnaristian education for our young peo- 
ple is the key-note we strike in this con- 
gress. Not education simply, for educa- 
tion alone might be, and often is a pert)- 
Piss acquhitian. W¢@ jhave £0 more 
dangerous classes than those from whose 
education has been left out of the con- 
servative and safe-guarding .nfluences 
of Christianity.

“Our, yuong people must be educated, 
but it is our business ‘to gee that their 
education is permeated with the spirit 
of the great teacher who, in the sermon 
on the mount, laid uown the great ele- 
memtal propositions and principles up- 
on which all education worth while is 
to be. based and built up. Socratas, 
heathen as he was, tatight  substatlally 
this truth, and the wicked peeople of 
Athens condemned him to death, say- 
ing he was corrupting the young of Ath- 
ens. Sad it will be for this republic 
when any man or set men shall con- 
demn us for teaching Christianity in our 
schools and colleges, and making its mor- 
al and ethical principles the basis of aud 
our education.

pean governments. The colored youth of 
America must be awakened to the pos- 
sibilities which this great country af- 
fords him, fitted by education and Chris- 
tian training for the industrial oppor- 
tunties now presented to him to better 
his condition, and this is the object of 
this young people’s congress. 

“I believe that the better class of white 
people in this country are anxious to see 
the negro becom ‘qa wise, intlligent and 
thrifty citizen. Many of them are help- 
ing forward his education by their money 
and influence. We would « lacking in 
gratitude to the white men. both of the 


‘north and the south, did we not grateful- 


ly acknowledge their philanthropic gifts 
to the cause of negro education. Our 
white friends are not our enemies, and 
though often the worst elements of our 
race bring shame upon us, they are wise 
enough and generous enough not to dis- 
count those of us who are honestly trving 
to make good citizens. In this movement 
we will have the hearty indorsement of 
the better class of white people of this 
country, and the negro, wie as intelli- 
gence and character, has nothing to fear 
from this class who wish him to better 
his condition.

A short time ago he was 
mentioned as a possible candidate for 
mayor, but when pressed by his riagtis 
to make the race he declined wpon the 
ground that he would not have the time 
to devote to the office. : 

As a member of the general council 
and .of the aldg@manic board, how- 
éver, he would be required 
Only a minor part of his time’ at the 
city hall and, believing such to be the 
case, he has consented’ to run before 
the people as a candidate from the north 
side representing the sixth ward, 

Mr. Inman’s Platform. 

When seen. yesterday and asked about 
1is candidacy, Mr. Inman said: 

“TY have not prepaged any platform to 
make a campaign on. I shall, if elected, 
do the best I: know how to represent 
the interests of the people of the city. 
That is about the sum and substance 
of my platform. I do not Think I can 
improve on it. .Having announced, it is 
my intention to remain in the race unfil 
the end.” 

Mr. Inman, it is expected, wilk at 
ance begin an active campaign for the 
office for which’ he has announced. He 
has served the city as councilman for 
two different terms. He was a member 
from the sixth ward in 1889-'90 and in 
1895-'96.. Consequently he has had much 
experience in city affairs. 

He will be opposed for alderman’s 
place by Dr. B. W. Bizzell, who is a 
member of the board of health from 
the same ward. Dr. Bizzell has been a 
candidate for some weeks and it is ex- 
pected that the race will be between 
these two, 

Interest in First. 

Much interest is now being manifested 
ov the citizens of the first ward.in their 
representative to council this time. ft 
is understood that a number of the resi- 
dents of the ward, especially among 
the merchants on Peters street, favor 
Vance O. Rankin and a strong effort is 
being made to have him enter the race. 
Mr. Rankin, although a young man, 
has considerable interests in the first 
ward. 

Others in that ward who have been 
mentioned for the place are J. R. Smith, 
Ww. M. Middlebrooks, W. H. Terrell ang 
Charles Barrett. Mr. Barrett was coun- 
cilman from the first several years ago 
and is now a member of the board of 
watet commissiontrs. Although it has 
been rumored that he might be a candi- 
date, he has thus far ‘nade no state- 
ment concerning the matter. Mr. Smith 
is a member of the city executive com- 
mittee and, while he has been frequently 
urged to make the race, he has not yet 
committed himself. 

The indications are, however, that the 
frst ward will take a very active part 
in the coming municipal campaign. The

GOVERNOR CANDLER AND 
MAYOR MIMS BOTH SPEAK 


Fully 8,000 Persons Witnessed the 
Afternoon Session of the Con- 
gress—At the Night Session ' 
Introductory Addresses 
Continued. 


The opening session of the Negro Young 
People’s Christian and Educational con- 
gress was h# in the auditorium at 
Piedmont park yesterday afternoon. 

Fully eight thousand negroes from all 
over the United States were in attend- 
ance upon the opening session. among 
them being representative men and wom- 
en, the leaders of the race in matters of 
religion and education. 

Besides the immense: throng of negroes 
there were a number of white people in 
attendance upon the meeting. 

The congress was opened with a ie 
service led by a trained chorus of 200 
voices under the direction of William 
Roseborough, of Nashville, Tenr., and 
which was joined tn by the entire audi- 
ence. The excellent singing was one of 
the features of the opening session, as 
it will be during the entire congress. 

After singing and prayer by CC. 0. 
Booth, W. B. Matthews, of the executive 
committee, introduced Bishop W.  F. 
Gaines, who addressed ‘the audience on 
“The Object of the Congress." 

The address of Bishop Gaines was re- 
ceived with marked signs of apprecfation 
when he gave expression to the senti- 
ment: ‘“‘The white people of the south are 
our friends and not our enemies, and 
though often the worst element of our 
race brings shame upon us, the White 
people are wise enough and generous 
enough not to discount those of us who 
are honestly trying to make good eiti- 
zens.”’ It was received with enthus'‘astic 
applause. 

Governor Candler Speaks. 

After the conclusion of his address. 
Bishop Gaines introduced Governor Cand- 
ler, who, in a strong and characteristic 
speech, welcomed the congress to the 
state and to the city that had, he said, 
been built up by the brain and brawn of 
southern white and black men. 

The. governor said that,a gathering 
like this of' representative negroes was 
the beginning of an era in the history 
of the negro race, and meant much for 
the negro’s progress. The strict attention 
paid him and the number of interruptions 
to applaud showed how the audience 
accepted the remirks of the governor. 

His address in full is as follows: 


Mr. President: I have been invited here 
for the express purpose of extending to ycu 6 
cordial welcome to the. state of Georgia in 
the mame of the people of Georgia ef every 
race and color. (Applause.) It is appropriate 
that the first session of your Christian and 
educational congress should be held in Geor- 
gia. Georgta was the last to admit African 
slavery within its borders and today we have 
nmrore of the sons and daughters of Africa in 
our state than any other etate in the wortd. 

It is fitting that you should hold your 
meeting in Atlanta, because it is the represen-

than those taught in ‘poks that must 
be learned well—lessons th. 4% must be taught 
around the fireside, in the “unday sohool and 
at the altar. Our youths, white or black, in 
every quarter of this great republic, in every 
condition of life, must be taught the lesson of 
industry, sobriety and honesty. ‘ 

Your distinguished chairman, in his address, 
told you that money was no respector of per- 
son, that 
son, and he is right. When I want to employ 
&@ man to do a piece.of work I never stop to 
ask whether he fs white or colored, but whether 
he can do the work, and that is the only ques- 
tion which determines my employing him. Can 
he do the work, and can he do it well? 
This is what your race must learn, to do 
their work well. We have reached the 
place in the history of our country where every 
tub must stand on its own bottom. I am sur- 
rounded by members of your race today on 


‘this platform whom I honor as highly as I do 


the mayor of the city of Atlanta, who is also 
here, because they are honest men, because 
they are reliable men. (Applause.) The dis- 
position to judge a man on his merit in this 
country is growing and it will continue to 
grow. 

This movement will do more to lift up the 
negro race than anything that has been in 
this cougtry. I commend to you for your 
guidance the motto of this commonwealth, 
‘‘Wisdom, Justice and Moderation.’’ Let wis- 
dom govern your deliberation, justice govern 
your action and moderation characterize your 
utterances. I will not detain you, invoking 
the blessings of Providence and the guidance 
of God upon your deliberation of this con- 
gress, 


Mayor Minis’ Welcome. 

Mayor Livingston Mims followed the 
governor and welcomed the congress to 
the ‘‘center of the south.” The mayor 
said he was glad to welcome the negroes 
as ‘“‘American citizens.’’ 

When the mayor said, ‘‘You aré here in 
the south to stay, and we would not be 
without you, and in. fact I want all good 
negroes to stay in “Georgia,” he was 
cheered to the echo. 

The mayor spoke as follows: 


This is the largest audience that I have 
had the pleasure to address, even when I was 
a candidate for mayor,I never addressed such 
large audiences. I am sorry that I am not 
governor, for often on occasions of this kind 
when we spéak he wUsvally Mpeaks first, ani 
makes my ‘speech far"me, and leaves such a 
little for me to say, 
bishop anticipated what 1 was going to say 
and said a part of what I had made up my 
mind to say to you. 

The governor welcomed. you in the name of 
the etate of Georgia, sand perhaps Atlanta is 
the largest portion of the state of Georgia, 
with a few borders such as Savannah, Augusta 
and Macon -around it. : Atlanta is the greatest 
city in the state; yes, the greatest in this 
whole south. When your committee of repre- 
sentative colored men waited on me some time 
ago and invited me to be here on this occa- 
sion and deliver an address, J] aseured them that 
there was nothing that would give mea greater 
pleasure than to welcothe you here to this 
city. 

It is appropriate th Giger should hold your 
first congress in thé © of Atlanta, the city 
of many colleges for. sne education of your 
people, a city with good public schools, and 
a city where opportunities are given all people 
to live. This is the most representative body 
of negroes that has ever assembled in this 
country. Your temporary chairman said that 
you were here to stay, and we wish that you 
were to stay in Atlanta, for we want all the 
good people to remain in this city, and the 
bad to leave. There are some ‘bad white 
people that we would Hike to have leave as 
well as the bad negroes. 

I find some pleasure in reflecting back over 
a few years ago when I occupied a different 
relation to your people, yes different from 
what it is today. 1 find pleasure in this be- 
cause I was kind and could have been other- 
wise. (“That sho’ is the truth; he is one good 
white man,’’ came the rcoply from a delegate 
seated on the freant row), 

You are here to consider spme great ques- 
tions touching your condition “in this country, 

reat economic questions, and 1 pray that you 

ill be able to accomplish what you have 
started out to do. I do not do much praying, 
but I hear a deal of it done, and I take it in 
by absorption, and this is paying a compliment 
to my wife, for she is the praying member of 
the family. 

The educational work which you are to do. for 
your people is important, for I believe that 
the people ought to he educated—they make 
better citizens. I have >visited the public 
schools in this city.and have heard the colored 
children recite as well as the white. I take 
interest in. the education of your people, and 
we are striving to do our duty by all the peo- 
ple. I shall not take more of your time. I 
extend to your a cordial welcome to the city 
of Atlanta. 

Mayor Mims was followed by P. J. Bry-

Says Assessment of Its Prop- 
~ efty in Georgia Is 
‘Too High 
MILLER MAKES CLEAR 
ARGUMENT BEFORE BOARD 


Comptroller General writht Furnish- 
, @ Information on Which He 


Based Assessment—South- 
ern’s Valuation Per Mile 
Below Average. 
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The hearing of argument as to the tax 
returns of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany, was practica'ly completed before 
the board of arbitration yesterday, and 
the hoard adjourned to meet in the of- 
-fice of the railroad commission again 
next Thursday when it will go into the 
details and make up its decision. 

The arbitrators, all of whom were at 
the hearing, are Judge Spencer R. At- 
kinson, chairman of the railroad commis- 
sion, for the state, Howard Thompson 
of Gainesvilie, for the Southern and J. 
J. Strickland of Athens, umpire. 

Besides these there were present H. 
W. Miller, assistant to the first vice pres- 
ident of the Southern, whose, head- 
quarters are at Raleigh, N. C., Judge 
Hamilton McWhorter advisory counsel 
ef the Southern, and Comptroller Gen- 
eral W. A.. Wright who appeared in be- 
half of the state. 

Comptroller Genera] Wright made a 
statement showing how he had arrived 
at the assessment of the Southern’s 
property which was objected to. He fol- 
lowed Mr. Miller who made the argu- 
ment for the Southern, and went fully 
and clearly into the details from the 
railroad’s standpoint. 

The question at issue is an increase of 
$3,886,000 In the valuation of the South- 
ern’'s property fn Georgia for taxation, 
made by the comptroller general. This 
{ncrease would make the total valuation 
of the Southern’s holdings in Georgia 
about £14,000,000. The road objects to such 


an increase, and the question as to what- 


should be done now rests with the arbi- 
trators. 


Argument for the Road. 

Mr. Miller made the first argument be- 
fore the board, in behalf of the Southern. 
He based his contentions entirely on 
the merits of the case, and made no 
comparisons at all with the returns or 
assessments of other railroads. 

The railroads of Georgia, Mr. Miller de- 
clared, now pay one-eighth of the taxes 
paid in the state, which he considered 
more than their share. They pay on a 
valuation of $51,000,000 out of a total of 
$400,000,000, and if the non-taxable rall- 
roads in the state, estimated at $20,000,- 
000 were -taken into consideration, the 
railroads of Georgia, he said, were now 
paying one-sixth of the taxes of the 
state. Railroad property in Georgia in 
the last ten years, he said, had increased 
about $10,000,000 or more, while the in- 
crease in city property had been only $2,- 
§00,000, and] in farm and country property 
only $4,000,000. 

“Why’’ he safd, ‘‘merchandise and 
stocks in Georgia are returned at only 
$23,000,000 ._The late Clarence Knowles is 
quoted as saying that there Was “more 
merchandise insured in Atlanta, Macon 
and Savannah. than was returned for 
taxation .n the entire state.” 

Mr. Miller compared the returns of 
Chatham, Fulton, Bibb, Floyd, Rich- 
mond and Muscogee for 1892 and 1901, 
showing they had decreased within that 
period. The Fulton county rettrns have 
fallen off about $5,000,000 in ten years, he 
said. 

The Atlanta Boom. 4, 

“But 1892, just before the panic, was 
the boom period,” said Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright, and all property was high 
then. After that the bottom dropped 
out.”” 

SS] know,’ said Mr. Miller, “but you 
have built a jot of tall buildings and mag- 
nificent residences, to make up for all 
that.’’ 

“It would take a terrible lot of build- 
ings to overcome the boom prices,"’ 
Captain Wright declared.

The Southern railway mileage in Geor- 
gia is 15 per cent of the whole, Mr. 
Miller said, while the earnings in Geor- 
gia are only 13 per cent of what the sys- 
tem shows. 

The Air Line Division. 

Mr. Miller then took up the Atlanta 
and Charlotte Air Line, on which he 
considered the assessment entirely too 
large. Comptroller General Wright had 
assessed this line at $18,500 a mile exclu- 
sive of rolling stock, bridges, side tracks 
and all other property, which would 
carry the total up to $21,000 per mile. In

James Craig as He Was. 

Years ago, before the war, James 
Craig, who was at that time a hardy 
young Scotchman, came to Atlanta and 
made his home. 

He was a mechanie by trade—industri- 
ous, hardworking and honest. In a short 
time he seoured. a. position as pattern 
maker in the Western and Atlanta shops. 
This position he held up to a few months 
ago, when, at the age of 75, his hands 
lost their cunning and the worry and care 
‘of advancing ‘years broke down - his 
health. During the brighter period of 
their lives he and his wife had managed 
to save enough money to.buy the lot and 
build the house which is soon to be sold 
for debt. The house js of ante-bellum 
date—one of the oldest in Atlanta. 
Craig and his wife lived there nearly hal 
a century. For many years the Craigs 
were well known people in Atlanta, and

protecting fashion indicative of a desire 
to conceal the work of ruin which time 
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| probably no man now living in the city ts 
better versed in its history than he. For 
the reason that he was of a singularly 
quiet and retiring disposition, he had 
few intimates, but his face was a 
familiaft one on the streets and in the 
congregation of the Central Presbyterian 

church, . 

As the years rolled by and Atlanta grew 
from a straggling village, with streets 
which took their direction fronr the 
cows that roamed through the woods, to 
a city of size and importance, the Craig 
property enhaneed in value. Time was 
when it would have brought $16,000 in the 
open market. But with the advance of 
the years came the hare and relentless 
hand of misfortune, and soon the house 
and lot were plastered over with mortg- 
ages. It was mainly to help others that 
this money was raised. It was cn 
and Mrs. Craig that misfortune was to 
fall, unshared by others. — 

Some months ago Mrs. Craig died. A 
short time previous James Craif had been 
compelled to cease work at his bench in 
the Western and Atlantic shops. Today 
he is a broken man—aged, penniless, 
friendless—a subject for the charity of 
the county. In the last days of his rapid- 
ly declining“life his years’ of honest toil 
count for naught. The days of his ac- 
tivity are chapters of the past—things to 
be forgotten, since they cannot be re- 
called. The future stretches before him 
in shadowy and uncertain shades, unre- 
lieved by the light of home and fireside 
and friends, which all old age should 
have to make .less harsh the clanging 
footsteps of'the grim reaper. 

Only one thing stands out, in sharp and 
unmistakable detail, and that thing is 
death. 

It was with this knowledge in his mind 
that James Craig thought of the one 
refuge which seemed to offer rest for 
mind and body in his last @ays—the alms 
house. As long agoyas last January he 
applied for admissio® but was refused 
for the reason that other unfortunates 
occupied all the room. At yesterday’s

meeting of the county commission he ap- 
peared before that body to make a final 
plea. In silence he sat as his lawyer, 
John B. Goodwin, stated his case. No 
spoken .word escaped his lips, but as the 
commissioners discussed his misfortune 
there was suppressed eagerness in his 
evés. Although the-alms house was full, 
the commissioners granted his request; 
and James Craig, pioneer citizen, honest 
toiler and self-sacrificing man, will at 


last have a home which can’t be sold!

Captain Wright Is Heard. 

When Mr. Miller concluded his argu- 
ment Comptroller General Wright pre- 
sented the facts and figures on which 
he based his assessment. When the 
question of the returns first came up 
Captain Wright said he made a system- 
atic investigation of the valuations of 
three great systems in Georgia~—the 
Southern, the Central and the Plant sys- 
tem. He afterwards also took into con- 
sideration the Atlanta and West Point 
and other lines. He went to work to 
ascertain the relative values of the dif- 
ferent properties per mile. He went into 
the capitalization, the earnings, and com- 
pared these as well as the valuations per 
mile with those given in Alabama, Ten- 
nessee, North Carolina and South Caro- 
lina, . 

Captain Wright then. gave the figures 
showing the average returns per mile 
of the different railroad systems in Geor- 
gia and showed that of the important 
lines the Southern’s average, about $8,000, 
was the lowest, while the highest was 
something more than $16,000. The valha- 
tion of the Atlanta and West Point was 
more than $16,00 per mile. 

Captain Wright said that his assessment 
was also predicated on the earnings of 
the properties compared. The assessment, 
he said. might seem large for a single 
year, but it was not large, he declared, 
in comparison to the increase that has 
been made in the valuatfon of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia within the last two or 
three years. 

Captain Wright said he found that the 
valuation of the Southern’s lines in Ten- 
nessee was $18,244 per mile; in Alabama, 
$12,787 per mile; in North Carolina, $10,584, 
in South Carolina, $13,121, while in Georgia 


it is $8,637. 

In making his assessment he said he 
did it so’as to bring the total valuation 
of the Southern in this state up to about 
$12,000 per mile, which is less than in any 
state except. North Carolina.

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MARCONI SYSTEM ON SHIPS. 


Postal Telegraph Company Has Ar- 
ranged To Communicate with In- 
coming and Outgoing Vessels. 
The Postal: Telegraph-Cable Company 
has constructed a line connecting it with 
the Marconi station at Sagaponack, L. I., 
and is now in a position to send messages 
to tncoming and outgoing ocean liners 
which are fitted with the Marconi system 
of wireless telegraphy. By means of this 
system people all over the country will 
be able to communicate with friends on 
outgoing vessels after they have left New 
York and with those on incoming vessels 

before they have reached port. 

For this service the company will make 
a charge of $2 for messages of not over 
ten words in addition to the regular land 
telegraph tolls.

CHARGES MAY GO THROUGH 


Chief Ball Says Ca | McCurdy 
Has Not Surrendered His Ef- 
fects Belonging to the City. 
Ozburn May Be Captain 
in Place of McCurdy. 


Captain Frank M. McCurdy has not yet 
sent in his resignation to the chief of po- 
lice. Chief Ball has waited for the resig- 
nation since last Monday, but so far pro 
written communitation on the subject has 
been received. i 

Captain McCurdy since the charges 
were preferred against him has told a 
number of people that he intended to fre- 
sign and leave the city. He gave out 
this statement to the newspapers and 
told Chief Ball that the resignation 
would be handed in. The captain first 
said he would lave the city Monday 
night. Then he changed his mind and 
said he would leave on Tuesday at 12 
o’clock. He was at the police barracks 
Monday night about midnight and fur- 
nished The Constitution with a statement 
about his side of the case. He said then 
that he expected to hand in his resigna- 
tion and leave the city for Newark, N. 
J., where he would accept a iucrative 
position. ; 

“Captain McCurdy told me in person he 
would resign,’’ said the chief, ‘“‘but so far 
‘he has not handed me any resignation 
nor has he turned over hits effects. The 
board meets Tuesday night and unless 
he resigns I will present the charges. I 
understand he telephoned to my resi- 
dence today,"in my absence, and said he 
would probably leave the city today. Of 
course until he does resign he has a right 
to keep his effects, including his badge. 
All I can do is to wait for his resignation 
until the board meets.” - 

It is still a matter of doubt ag to who 
will succeed Captain McCurdy, but it ‘s 
generally believed that Detective Ozburn 
will get the plum.

PRIMARY PLAN APPROVED. 


Charter Committee Disagrees with 
Committee of Forty-Nine 
on Subject. 

After hearing from four prominent law- 
yers on the subject of: primaries and elec- 
tions, the special charter revision com- 
mittee of. council yesterday morning de- 
cided to eliminate that part of the report 
of the committee of forty-nine and sub- 
stitute one clausé jn its place. The sub- 
stanee of this amendment is that pri- 
maries are to be held on the first Wednes- 
day in each year; they shell be governed 
by the Australian ballot system and that 
council is to be authorized th act on minor 
details as occasion shall require.

vited to appear j#efore .the committee to 
give their opinions regarding the question 
of primaries.

[CHICAGO MARKET REVIEWED. 


Chicaxo, August 6.—Bulls in the grain pits 
were discouraged today over the glowing re- 
ports from the harvest fields. From every- 
where came advices of ‘‘crops the finest ever.” 
Corn promised a bumper yield and with splen- 
did weather for harvesting spring wheat, prices 
slumped off. Some good export sales of wheat 
late In the day steadied wheat and shorts ‘were 
afraid to sell more oats. This helped late 
prices. At the close September wheat was a 
shade down, September corn I%c and Septem- 
ber oats unchanged. Privisions closed un- 
changed to I2t%%c higher. 

Corn weakess early developed as a result 
of the great promise of the growing crops, 
cables were lower and hea y sales were re- 
ceived from al! sources. fttle support ar- 
rived and the crowd held “to bearish senti- 
ments on the exceptionally good weather. The 
Missouri crop report indicated, from present 
appearances, a total yield of nearly 300,000,- 
000 bushels as compared to only 64,000,000 
bushels last year. That report was emphasized 
by news arriving from Private sources and 
caused exterme heavinéss and a quick slump. 
September sold early at 56%e on a run of 
only 21 cars today, but fell back on the heavy 
selling to 54%\%c. Covering brought the bast 
support, although the report of only 50 cars 
tomorrow helped in a late reaction. Sep- 
tember did not regain all its losses and closed 
weak Ke down at 54%e. Not a car of con- 
tract corn arrived today. : 

Wheat had a good support in spite of tbe 
great array of bearish influeces. Cables were 
steady, compare to the wéakness here yester- 
day and clearances and exports were fair. This 
influenced a fair support by leading elevator 
interests and brought a steady close after 
several breaks. Fine weather was reported 
in the spring country and harvesting was on 
as far north as middle Minnesota an? gute 
ern and northern Dakota. The report of the 
Missouri crop estimated a yield of o4, 000,000 
bushels, as compared to 31,00U,UU0u last year. 
Receipts were still in extess of those last 
year, but contract grading is still low. 
September opened 4@%c lower at 68% @68%°-, 
sold at 69%@69\c, dipped to 63'2@68%c and 
closed steady, a shade down at 69c. Receipts 
367 cars, 7 of contract grade. Minneapolis 
and Nluth reported 82, a total for the three 
peints of 449 cars, against 357 last week and 
3¢ a year ago. Primary receipts were |, 
174,000 bushels, against 1,604,000 bushels a 
year ago. Seaboard clearances equalled 576,- 
OCO bushels. The seaboard reported 16 loads 
taken for export.

the progress and development which will 
be made by the race. 

The opening address was made by Rev. 
J. A. Whitted, D.D., of Raleigh, N. C., 
on the “Duty of the Church to the 
Young.’’ He made a strong and earnest 
plea for the proper care of the young by 
the churches. 

“The lawyer, the physician and the 
teacher,” he said, “have their peculiar 
spheres of service, but the hope of the 
young people, the hope of the race, is a 
gospel so explicit in its admonitions ana 
commands that its inevitable results will 
be the throwing off the yoke of superstl- 
tion and immorality, earth's worse forms 
of slavery and clothing themselves with 
a freedom which makes one free indeed. 

“Christian mothers in alliance with 
other Christian mothers, not merely in 
formal membership, but ful] of determi- 
nation to help other mothers by whole- 
some advice and encouragement, in the 
training of their daughters, will give to 
the world of today ‘daughters whose 
erowns will be beautiful with chastity and 


virtue,” 
Rev. J. S. Caldwell Talks. 

Rev. J. 8. Caldwell, D.D., of Philadel- 
phia, next addressed the congress on 

“The Young People’s Societies as a Re- 
ligious Force in the Church.” He spoke 
of the necessity for the organization of 
the young of the churches. 

“If the negro race has lacked strength 
in any one direction more than another 
it has been in its organization. The race 
has been disintegrated and alienated from 
one another by the prejudice found with- 
in itself, aside from the prejudice which 
has been infused from other races. But 
we rejoice with you today in the fact 
that* in the morning of this twentieth 
century a good deal of the prejudice 
which held us back has been lost, and us 
the sun of the century climbs higher we 
hope to lose more and more until finally 
this obstaclé shall be entirely ermoved. 

“The young people’s movement opens a 
door to the future which must not be 
closed by indifference on the part of our 
leaders. But, on the other hand, this 
door must be kept open through the in- 
strumentality of conventions, religious 
congresses, Christian Endeavor meetings 
and the like. This will give an oppor- 
tunity for the young, progressive man- 
hood and womanhood of our race to tell 
to the nations of the earth what God has 
placed in their hearts in the way of in- 
formation to their less fortunate breth- 
ren.”’ 

The address of Rev. E. W. D. Isaacs, 
D.D., of Nashville, Tenn., on ‘‘The Bap- 
tist Young People’s Union” was one of 
the strongest and most eloquent efforts 
of the evening. The immense throng in- 
terrupted him a number of times with the 
wildest and most enthuslastic applause. 

“The criminal is a criminal and the bad 
man is a bad man, whoever and wherever 
he ts. 

“Men and women of eminent culture, 
who are united in the thought that mor- 
ality is immaculate; that there can be no 
new names or notions put upon authentic 
vices and virtues; that vices in one ageé 
are vices in another; that although vi- 
cious times may invert the opinion of 
things and set up new ethics against 
virtue, it is infinitely better for us to 
desert the multitude that goeth in haste 
to do evil and stand, like Pompey’s pil- 
lar, conspicuous by one’s self and single 
in one’s integrity, It is urged against 
the contention made by Christians for 
the universal manifestation of the ethical 
principle in religion that morality does 
not make Christians. This we confess; 
meanwhile we insist that no man can by 
any means be a Christiah without mor- 
ality.’’ 

He closed his address with an appeal 
for the universal brotherhood of man. . 
Bishop Joyce Speaks. 

Bishop Isaac W. Joyce, D.D., LUL.D., of 
Minneapolis, president of the Epworth 
League of the Methodist Episcopal! 
church, next addressed the congress on 
the ‘“‘Epworth League.” 

The bishdp made an eloquent appeal! 
for strong and deep interest in that de- 
partment of: church work among the ne- 
groes. He asserted that the Epworth 
League had already accomplished much 
good. He said in part: 

“Such a gathering as this one has never 
before been known tin these United States 
since the days of George Washington 
to the days of Theodore Roosevelt. The 
world moving and the eyes of the 
world’s bést folks are toward God and 
goodness.’ 

He said there were in the world 30,000 
organized chapters of Epworth League 
loeated in Africa, South America, Ger- 
many, Italy, Switzerland, Derqmark, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Finland; Mexico, Japan, 
India and every section of the United 
States. 

Out of the membership of 2,000,000, 75,000 
ef them were young negroes. 

The speaker paid a high compliment to 
I. Garland Penn, saying that he was one 
of the greatest organizers he had ever 
seen. 

Rev. W. B. Jonhson, D.D., of Montgom- 
ery, Ala., spoke on the “Young People's 
Society of Christian Endeavor,” which 
he said was one of the greatest organiza- 
tions of the world for saving the young 
people, and “reaching the unreached.”’ 
His address was ful] of practical advice 
to his people. 

The closing address was made by Rev: 
W. D. Chappelle, D.D., of Nashville, 
Tenn., on “Good Literature in the Homes 
as an Aid to Christian Piety.’ 

“Let us feel,’’ he said, ‘that we are 
partly responsible for every vice com- 
mitted by the race, and vice versa; that 
we are responsible for every virtue of the 
race. Let no man excuse himself, but 
feel that he is directly concerned in every- 
thing which concerns us as a people, for 
be it remembered that a race is ng strong- 
er than its weakest member.”’ 

Professor I. Garland Penn announced 
at the conclusion of the programme the 
grand chorus of 1,00 voices would sing 
tonight, beginning at 7:30 o'clock. 

The programme for today is the dis- 
cussion of different themes by the deie- 
gates at the various churches in the city.

John Corrigan Will Attend Sessions of 
Recorder's Court. 


WILKINSON WANTS BILL PAID 


County Ordinary Thinks That the 
County Should Pay for -Cer- 
tain Blanks Used by the 
Public—Other News of 
the Courts.

In future all state cases which come up 
before Recorder Broyles will be carried 
to the state courts, where they properly 
belong, and there disposed of. 

Action looking toward this end was 
taken at yesterday’s meeting, when a 
resolution introduced by Forrest Adair to 
the effect that Assistant Solicitor John 
Corrigan should attend all sessions of 
the police court and look out for state 
cases was adopted. It will be Mr. Corri- 
gan'’s duty to watch all cases and every 
time he sees an offender whose crime 
belongs to the higher courts ta bind him 
over, 

Mr. Adair’s resolution was due to the 
fact, so he states, that many cases which 
should be tried in the city court are dis- 
posed of by a fine of $10 and cost by the 
recorder. In making a statement to the 
commissioners explanatory of his resolu- 
tion ke was particular to explain that 
Judge Broyles was no wise at fault, as 
frequently the real gravity of the crime 
was not brought out. He instanced the 
case of twenty-eight negroes who we 
recently raided while gambling, and who 
were tried and fined for disorderly con- 
duct. 

County Schoo] Superintendent M. T.. 
Brittain appeared before the board and 
asked that a road be worked for a dis- 
tance of 550 feet out beyond Howell’s. 
Tf this road was worked, he said, he 
could secure the gift of a lot on which 
to bufld a new school, which was badly 
needed. The matter was referred to the 
committee on roads and bridges.

Rumors.to. This Effect Were 
Given Wide Circulation 
Yesterday. 


WOULD CHECKMATE ’FRISCO- 
CENTRAL OF GEORGIA DEAL 


It Is Believed That Negotiations for 
the Deal Are the Result of the , 
Desire of Morgan Interests 
- To Bottle Up the 
Seaboard. 


Following the rumors of the alleged ne- 
gotiations between the executive offi- 
cials of the ’Frisco system and the bond- 
holders of the Central of Georgia looking 
to the acquisition of the latter by the big 
westefn system comes the unauthoritative 
announcement that in the event the deal 
becomes effective the Seaboard Air Line 
will build from Atlanta to Macon, where 
it will connect with the Macon, Dublin 
ang Savannah and get a through line to 
Savannah, 30 miles shorter than that of 
the Central of Georgia. 

It was announced in Macon yesterday 
that on August 15 the Seaboard in con- 
nection with the Macon, Dublin and Sa- 
vannah, will begin the operation of 
through trains between Macon and Sa- 
vannah over the line of the Macon, Dub- 
lin and Savannah to Vidalia and thence 
over the Seaboard’s Georgia and Alabama 
division to Savannah. No schedules have 
yet been announced. For some time the 
two roads have been negotiating to in- 
augurate this service. General Manager 
James T. Wright and Traffic Manager E. 
E. Williamson, of the Macon, Dublin and 


Savannah, were in Portsmouth when the } 


rumors concerning the . ’Frisco-Central 
deal were first published. It is signifi- 
cant that they were at once given what 
they wanted by the Seaboard officials. 

In many quarters it is thought that 
the ’Frisco-Central deal is an effort on 
the part of the Morgan interests to tie 
up the Seaboarg at Birmingham, to 


which point it !s now building from At- 


lanta. It is well known that the Seaboard 
expected to get an outlet to the west ut 
Birmingham over the ’Frisco. 

The denials of the possibility of the ac- 
quisition of the Central by the ’Frisco 
are based on these two facts—the value 


\of the Central of Georgia to the Morgan 


interests and the well-known desire of 


President Yoakum to keep the ‘Frisco! 


independent. A ‘compromise may have 
been reached since the Morgan people are 
very anxious to bottle up the Seaboard, 
and for this reason they may have been 
willing to give up the Central of Georgia 
if the ’Frisco would agree to throw the 
Seaboard over. The acquisition of the Cen- 
tral would give the ‘Frisco its heart's 
desire—an outlet to the Atlantic—and in 
order to get this Mr. Yoakum may have 
agreed to give the Seaboard the short end 
of the deal. 

The construction of a line from Atlanta 
to Macon would be a very strong coun- 
terplay on the part of the Seaboard, as 
it would give it a line from Birmingham 
tg the Atlantic to ¢ompete with the 
’Frisco and the short line between At- 
lanta and Savannah.:-The distance from 
Macon to Vidalia is 92 miles, that from 
Vidalia to Savannah 80, a total of 173 
miles from Macon td Savannah as com- 
pared with 191, the mileage of the Cen- 
tral of Georgia between those two points, 
It is beHeved that the Seaboard could 
reach Macon with a line from Atlanta 
not greater than 90 miles in length, in 
which case it could beat the Central to 
Savannah by over 30 miles and be in a 
position to give it a very hard time on 
both freight and passenger business. 

In addition such a line would connect 
the Seaboard’s Atlanta division with the 
old Georgia and Alabama and would 
make its lines in Georgia a compact sys- 
tem and greatly strengthen the position 
of the road in this state. It is believed 
that with the service between Macon and 
Savannah that goes into effect on the 
lbth the Seaboard will cut the time be- 
tween Atlanta and Savannah fully six 
hours unless the Southern changes its 
schedules so as to make it impossible for 
passengers on one line to connect with 
the other at Macon. 

Nothing of an authoritative nature can 
be stated at this time, but it is regarded 
as practically certain that if the 'Frisco- 
Central deal goes through the Seabourd 
will be quick to retaliate by builditg; ‘to 
Macon. 

’Frisco Directérs Meet Today. 

New York, August 6.—The executive 
committee of the St. Louis and San 
Francisco railroad wil] meet tomorrow, 
after which full details of the acquire- 
ment of the Chicago and Eastern Iili- 
nois line probably will be made public. 
The terms, it is believed, will show that 
the deal involves a jong time lease on an 
8 per cent guarantee and not a direct 
purchase, as has been declared in some 
quarters.
